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NEW WEAPON 
Prime M inister Churchill's anxiously awaited re­ 
port In* commons on Germ any's flying bombs, which 
he sayg killed 2,752 persons and wounded 8.000 in the 
first three weeks of their use, confirms the importance 
of this new weapon. 
British courage to the contrary notw ithstanding, 
the bombs hove had a tremendous impact. The 50.000 
tons of^explosives which Mr. Churchill says have been 
dropped on Hying bomb and rocket targets in France 
and Germ any entailed im portant diversion of Allied 
air power. The fact the missiles still are coming over 
at the rate of at least 100 a day signifies that the G er­ 
m ans hirer -developed a weapon relatively immune to 
counter-measures. 
The further fact that 
civilians 
again are being 
evacuated from London is an admission that the new 
weapon! constitutes something vastly greater than a 
nuisaiH^*, as was suggested at the outset of its use. 
It is beginning to look, rather, as though the Germ ans 
might have developed 
something 
destined to be as 
lethally-im portant as the m arine torpedo and the sub­ 
marine:** 
Certainly there can be no doubt that If explosives 
now cah be made to propel 
themselves 
on wings to 
their targets over distances of perhaps 100 miles, it 
will be Vniy a short time 
until 
the 
distance will be 
doubled and trebled 
If the war lasts long enough, 
bombs Jnay be flying from the cliffs of Dover into the 
heart of Berlin. 
No nation ever holds a monopoly on 
a new ¡weapon longer than is required for the other 
side to*rnoke Improvements on the original.

To Allied Command

SUPREM E HEADQUARTERS, Al­ 
lied Expeditionary Force. July 8.— 
The Allied invasion of France has 
not lived up to the expectation of 
m any of its planners, who had esti­ 
mated the assault would progress 
more rapidly than it has. 
Officers made no secret of this 
today, but hastened to say that the 
western front, after one m onth of 
fighting, could not be described as 
‘ unsatisfactory ” 
' After ail. we have landed and 
established a front and a m onth 
ago, we were none too sure whether 
we could do that," one officer said 
T hat progress has been slow Is 
attributed to a num ber oj reasons 
by various officers. The chief rea­ 
son that emerges is that the G er­ 
m ans have reacted violently and 
fought fanatically for each foot of 
| ground—in Russian style. 
The wojrst June weather in 25 
years blocked the Allies from using 
air superiority to the full extent and 
a channel gale caused considerable 
damage In unloading operations. 
The biggest factor in the slow ad­ 
vance has been the fanaticism with 
which the Nazis have fought, even 
with scratch divisions such as those 
garrisoned at Cherbourg. For the 
most part, these fought virtually
